The Red Cross, however, went to 
work on the heels of the storm, car 
ing for the injured, sheltering and 
feeding whole communities, and help 
ing every individual sufferer from the 
destruction back to nermal. 

The magnitude of the problem is in- 
dicated by comparison of its huge cas 
‘. ualty list with that of the entire pre- 

ceding year, whose combined losses 
were 735 dead and not quite 2,000 in- 
jured, as a result of the record num- 
ber of 192 catastrophies.

organization in emergencies. 

There were 61 domestic disaster op- 
erations reported in which the Red 
Cross rendered service either through 
chapter or national staff personnel 
during the year. In 34 of these the 
national organization appropriated a 
total of $3,047,256.49, the greater por- 
tion of which was received as direct 
contributions for the relief of speci- 
fied disasters. The relief operations 
folowing the northern Ohio tornad9) 
of June, 1924, were brought to a close 
in May, 1925, after an arrangement 
had been made with the Lorain chap 
ter to provide expert services to the 
families of any tornado sufferers who 
required such assistance in the next 
two years. In this single disaster the 
relief work, as finally accounted, 
reached a total of $1,019,751.23. 

The mid-western tornado of this 
year, covering a strip of territory 40¢ 
miles long involved an expenditure 
up to June 30 of $774,000, while the 
tolal amount turned in to the fund 
through the agency of the Red Cross 
was $2,645,000. In addition to this 
sum spectfically collected for the pur | 
pose, the Red Cross had expended 
from its regular reserves $124,000. 

In all these disasters, Red Cross 
workers have been impressed by the 
spirit of determination and hopeful- 
ness shown by the people. Once they 
recovered from their grief and bewil- 
derment, they began at once to re- 
build, materially and otherwise, and 
always on a better scale where possi- 
ble. Another significant feature of 
these occurrences, as noted in the re 
port of the Red Cross, was the prompt 
ness with which the local chapters 
organized emergency relief before 
help could be received from outside 
sources. A direct effect of their ex- 
ample has been to stimulate disaster 
" relief preparedness among chapters 
all over the country. 

The services of the American Red 
Cross are performed invariably in the 
name of the American people. On the 
effectiveness of this representation 
during the past year, it will launch 
the ninth annual roll call this year | 
on November 11, to continue until | 
Thanksgiving, November 26, during 
which support through membersnip 
will be invited fer 1926. ;

This work reached the Girl 
Scouts, Camp Fire Girls and Girl Re 
serves; also telephone companies, 
public and private schools, commu 
nity and industrial groups. An un- 
usual fact of this service was its adap 
tion to the needs of the blind, through 


Braille print. 


The year’s work also demonstrated | 


a growing understanding and appre 
ciation on the part of Red Cross field 
representatives, chapters, co-operating 
agencies and others, of the place of 
nutrition in wommunity programs, 
looking to community health. 

There were 2,800 dietitians enrolied 
during the year; regular nutrition in- 
struction reached 138,065 children; 
20,359 adults attended nutrition meet- 
ings, while 1,885 schools were aided 
in furnishing lunches. 

Co-operative relationships were es- 
tablished with various Government 
and educational agencies in making 


work more effective. 

Another of the health-promoting ac- 
tivities of the Red Cross lies in tts 
public health nursing service. There 
are nearly 1,000 such nurses serving 
in every part of the country. 

As an invaluable reservoir in time 
a great natiomal emergency, therv 
is enrolled under the Red Cross ban- 
ner a reserve of 42,002 nurses. In a 
number of disasters durmg the past 
year in which the Red Cross has 
aided, and where the services of the

It is to assist in metntaining sucd 
valuable services to the community 
that the American Red Cross invites 
members during its ninth annual roll 
call, November 11 to 26, the only euch 
appeal which the Red Cross makes in 
the year.
